8. Applicant's arguments filed June 19, 2009 have been fully considered and are not found to be persuasive. 
Applicant's principal arguments are: 

a) The end of charge voltage tests performed on the batteries of the present invention are not result effective variables and Tables 
2 and 3 of the present application show unexpected superior results for the claimed ratio (claim 1 ). 



In response to Applicant's arguments, please consider the following comments. 

a) INOUE teaches that the ratio of the contents of the positive active material and negative active material, depending on the 
varieties of the compounds and formulations of the compositions, can be optimized so as to improve the capacity, cycle life and safety of 
the battery (col. 33, lines 36-59). Furthermore, claim 1 is broad in claiming the negative active material, as any negative active material can 
read on claim 1 . Tables 2 and 3 of the specification of the present application show unexpected results for the claimed ratio of specific 
positive and negative active materials. The specification shows unexpected results for only one negative and positive material where the 
scope of the claims covers all negative active materials. The showing of unexpected results is not commensurate in scope with the degree 
of protection sought by the calimed subject matter. Therefore, Applicant must either show unexpected results for the actual scope of the 
claims (all negative active materials) or narrow the claims to be commensurate with the showing. See In re Harris 74 USPQ2d 1951. 
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
